Body Found Late Thursday Apparently in Shallow 


Grave Sihfee Day of Abduction—Identification Is 


Made Pdpffeby Bits of Clothing Remain- 


ing on Little Skeleton 


HOPEWELL-, N. J.-^-The stolen 


baby son of Colonel Charles A'.Lind- 
bergh Was found dcftd Thursday in 
the Sourlnnd hills of New Jersey. The 
child had been murdered. 


Blows on the head, inflicted prob- 


ably on the same, March night he was 
kidnaped from thf home of h> fam- 
ous father, caused the infant's death. 


The body, lying face down in a hol- 


low and partly covered by leaves and 
wlndblowrt debris ,was discovered by 
a negro truckman Irf'a patch of woods 
less than five miles from the Lind- 
bergh estate. 


The body had been struck on the 


top of the head on the lift side and 
once on the right below the ear, cither 
blow so violently delivered that it 
would have caused Instant death. 


The skull of the Infant bore a hole 


the size of a 25-ccnt piece above the 
forehead. 


Attempt to Bury Baby 


An attempt had been made to bury 


the body. A coroner said death was 
due to a compound fracture of the 
skull. 


It lay within 75 feet of where line- 


men had strung special circuits' to 
carry on world wide communications 
in the long and unsuccessful effort to 
get back the curly haired infant. 


So badly was the body decomposed 


that it had to be identified by pieces 
of clothing, bone structures and teeth, 
and it was impossible to give the po- 
lice the slightest clue as to exactly 
wriat kind of instrument had brought 
death. 
• To the .Trenton establishment of a 
county physician came Betty Gow, 
nursemaid fo the child and the last 
person to see him alive on the night 
he'Was stolen,72 days ago, to forge 
the final . link in th£ identification. 
She made her identification' both from 
the appearance of the body and the 
fragments of the child's garments. 


Flier Not at Home 


The tragic news found the child's 


mother, ih the words of an intimate, 
friend, bearing up with her "usual 
equanimity." His flying father .was 
absent from Hopcwell, presumably 
pursuing a private search to which

I 
saw a skull sticking up out of the 
dirt, which seemed to iiavc been kick- 
ed up around it. I thought I saw fc 
baby, with its foot sticking out of the 
ground, 


"I called Williams (Orville Williams, 


his companion) and* he came into the 
woods. I eaid 'I think its a baby.1 


"He said, 'well, what are you go- 


ing to do about it?'

"I said ,'I guess I'll report it to 


Charley Williamson (one of the two 
members of Hopewell's police force). 


"We stopped at Hopcwell and after 


looking around for Charley found 
him in tho barber shop. 


"I said '.could you talk to me for a 


couple of minutes.' He said 'sure,' 
he'd talk to me for five if I wanted to. 


"Williamson went and got the state 


police. He took me back to the truck 
and after I delivered the load of 
blocks I had on the truck I took him 
to the road where we found, the baby. 


"The baby was about 45 feet from 


the road. After I showed it to Char- 
Icy he went and got some stale po- 
licemen and I drove my truck back 
home and went to dinner. 


"After I got home, Williamson and 


some plain clothesmen came and got 
me and took me to Lindbergh's house. 
When I got there they asltcd me a lot 
of questions, like what time I seen tho 
baby and where I seen it and all 
about it. 


"Then they brought me back home 


and I ain't had no dinner yet. 


"I just hope they get the man that 


did it. Nothing would be too bad 
to do to him." 


Allen, who lives in ;i plain little 


house with his wife and five children 
jogged the two youngest Allen babies 
slowly on his knee as he related his 
story. 


He said he didn't "want no reward 


for finding the baby; he just wanted 
lo keep his job."

Judge Gentry's Speech 


Judge Gentry's speech In full -Fri- 


day was as follows: 


The field of the law regarding the 


responsibility of an insane person to 
society for his acts is too extended to 
enter into the subject with any degree 
of detail, but, for the purpose of this 
discussion it may be divided into \yfp 
general classifications: First: .(Jrjlirf- 
inal Liability. Second: Civil,,ila'bil- 
ity. 
'• 
i0v' 


And the second classification may be 


subdivided 
into 
two 
subdivisions, 


namely: A. Contracted liability. B. 
Cicil. Liability independent of any 
contractual relation, known to the 
legal profession as "torts." 


Crimes 


A person is not crirpinally respon- 


sible for an act committed wHen he 
was so insane, from defect or disease 
ol mind, as to bo incapable of under, 
standing the nature and quality of 
the act, or of distinguishing between 
right and wrong, cither generally or 
with respect to the particular act, or 
as to be irresistibly impelled to the 
commission of the act. 


The general rule that a person is 


not responsible for crime if he is un- 
ablo to distinguish between right and 
wrong, is not to be taken too literally, 
ior in the field of law tho statement 
that, "there are exceptions to all 
rules," applies more than to any other 
science and, 
in 
fact, 
renders the 


science of law more inexact than any 
other, one thing. 


Our Supreme Court has said: 
"The rule that where one labors 


under partial insanity only, and is in 
other respects sane, he must be con- 
sidered in the same situation as to re- 
sponsibility as jf the facts with re- 
spect to which the delusion exists were 
real, is limited in its application sole, 
ly to those cases 'in which the testi- 
mony proves, or tends to prove, that 
the disease has prgroesscd or evolut- 
ed lo its second or persecutor? stage, 
or to subsequent stages, and its form 
and hallucinations are such as to indi- 
cate that Its victim, because of the 
disease, is no longer able to control 
his will and actions, then the defense 
ot insanity is available, 
Chough he 


knows the nature and quality of his 
act and that it U wrong." 


This general pronouncement 
is as 


clear to the layman as mud. And is 
not without some concern to the leg- 
ally trained mind. Evidently what the 
court means here, in common par. 
lance, is that although at the time a 
person commits a criminal act, he 
knew that the act was wrong and 
knew the consequences of his wrong- 
iul act, if his mind was so diseased 
and had evolutcd to a stage where the 
criminal act was irresistible, then he 
is hot criminally responsible for the 
act. 
, 


A kleptomaniac knows that he is 


committing a theft. Knows that he is 
violating the law. Knows that his act 
is condemned under the laws of so- 
ciety, by public sentiment and statu-

Rose, near which the body of Col. 
Charles A,, Lindberghs son 'was found 
is ,a hamlet of about half a dozen 
houses and a general store, on the 
road connecting Princeton with Hope- 
well and about'a mile and a half from 
the latter.' 


During part of the time that his 


Sourland mountain home was under 
construction Colonel Lindbergh lived 
in n house in the hamlet. 


The village of Hopcwell lies be- 


tween the Lindbergh home and the 
scene where the body was found. The 
dirt road leading from 
the 
house 


crosses the paved highway, which is 
also the main street of Hopewell. with- 
in the limits of the town but about 
eight city blocks from the center of 
habitation. This road leads into Mount 
Rose, but it is virtually untraveled, 


The road to Princeton turns, off 


Hopewell's 
main thoroughfare one 


block fro mthc postoffice and center 
of the town. Along that road, within 
the city limits, the kidnapers would 
have had to pass several 
blocks of 


residences. 


The fact that the body was found 


off the Princeton "road, and between 
Mount Rose and Hopewell, indicated 
that the child was driven directly 
through Hopewell. 


Mount Rose lies near the top-'of a 


Jong sloping hill, from which, in clear 
weather, Colonel Lindberghs home, 
about four miles away, is visible. 
Along parts of this route, which is 
asphalt at that point, thick woods 
come "within 10 to 15 yards of the 
road. The state of wilderness was in- 
dicated by the fact that small an. 
imals, such as foxes and skunks, were 
Escn from time to time crossing the 
highway at night at that point. 


The woods in the vicinity however, 


were not combed at the time that 
Colonel Lindbergh and the New Jer- 
sey slate police searched through the 
underbrush, 
imediately 
after 
the 


kidnaping. They apparently were con- 
sidered too far from the home. 


It was along this road that the 


emergency telephone lines into Col. 
Lindbergh's home were strung, partly 
on poles and partly on the ground. 
The road was the principal connect- 
ion between Hopewell and the trunk 
highways loading from New York, and 
was used constantly by police officials, 
and by Colonel Lindbergh himself.

Civil Liability 
j 


This brings us to the question 'of 


civil liability of insane persons. 


A contract entered into by a person 


who, at the timtj. is so insane as to 
be incapable of understanding what he 
is doing is at least voidable at his 
option, and' in some jurisdictions ab- 
solutely void. 
, \ 
Our own court, in the early.de. 


cisions held that contracts of an in- 
sane person were voidable but the 
tendency has been more' and more to 
hold that the difference in the word 
voidable and void is a mere friction 
of the law and the later decisions of 
our own court, in effect, hold that 
the contracts of an insane person are 
void. Of course, in order.for the con- 
tract to l>e declared void some per- 
son must plead the insanity of the 
party making the contract and. herein 
lies the confusion that has arisen over 
the question of whether the contracts

This rule too, has' its exceptions. It 
s generally held that an insane per- 
son is liable quasi ex contractu— 
that is, on contracts implied or creat- 
ed by law, and for which the consent: 
of the party is not necessary. 
•' 
.^ 


Under this exception an insane per- 


son is liable for necessaries suitable 
to his estate and condition in life,«tur- 
nished to himself or to his wife or 
children. He is only liable however 
ior the actual value of the neces- 
saries furnished and not what the in- 
sane person • may have promised to' 
pay, tor his promises are not the basis 
of the liability. 


He may be also liable for certain 


liabilities fixed by statute, that vary 
In different states, 


Torts 


In the question of the liability of a 


lunatic or his estate 
for any tort 


which he may commit, we have a com. 
plete reversal of th'e law as it. per- 
tains to the insane both criminally 
and contractally. A lunatic or his es- 
tate is civilly liable for any tort which 
he may commit and this liability, it 
has been held, is not effected by the 
fact that the injured party knew the 
mental condition of the lunatic and 
might have prevented the act. If an 
insane person throws a rock through 
the window pane, he is liable for the 
damages. If he drives an automobile 
through your front door, he is liable 
for the damage, 


This rule also has its exceptions. 


Notwithstanding there are different 
rules in different jurisdictions it is 
generally held that an insane person 
is not liable for a tort that involves 
a criminal intent and under this rule 
an insane person is not subject to 
liability for libel pr slander because 
he is incapable of (Criminal intent. 
It has been held in some jurisdictions 
however, under this rule that an in- 
sane person is liable for the actual 
damage suffered by the person whom 
the insane person has slandered, but 
that puntive or vindictive damages 
cannot be recovered. 


In conclusion let me express the 


opinion that insanity should not be » 
det'ense to a criminal act, any more 


I than insanity is a defense to damages 
done. The medical science has agreed 
that there are various type8' of ' i"- 
| sanity and in fact, if the medical 
sceince is to be taken seriously, we 
are all crazy. \Vnat should be done is 
to convict, if a crime has been com. 
mitted, and then leave it to some 
specialized commission to confine the 
criminal in the institution in which he 
properly belongs. 


Under our present system we have 


a legal farce in dealing 
with the 


criminally insane. He is charged with 
the crime. He pleads insanity and 
hires an alienist and comes clear. He 
is immediately tf'sen up on the charge 
of insanity for the purpose of con- 
finement in tne State Hosptel for 
Nervous Jjiseweg and he is tried on 
the sanity charge and is found sane.
